A. This is one of the Texts, from whence the 
Doétrine of the Trinity is deduc’d. Which Do@trine 
provides an Anfwer ro your Queftion.

Froft by fuch or fuch a time, they cou’d, not chufe 
buc Bluth at fo Unwarrantable a practice.

A. That the Soul of Man, in her prefent {tate of 

Union, does very much depend in her Operations 
fromthe Dilpofition of the Body, hath beea feveral 
times inculeated in fome of our former Papers. 
Hence it evidently follows, that when any fudden 
Alteration happens in the body, the fame may 
and docsoften actually happen in the Soul. But to 
be a little more particular, we muft further ob- 
terve, that no conftitnent part of the Body may re- 
ceive fo quick an alteration nor fo nearly affects 
the Soul as what we call the Animal Spirits, that 
is, that fubtle Liquor feparated from the Blood in 
the Cortical part of the Brain, and which actuates 
rhe fame and the Nerves derived from ir. Now, 
when that Liquer is duely qualified and conhfts of 
fuch Volatile and Balfamick Parts as it is natu- 
rally made of, and moves regularly, then the 
Sou! is chearful, vigorous, and capable of exerting 
well all its feveral Operations. But when on the 
contrary thefe Spirits confift of too grofs and fluggith 
Particles, or have contracted fome other ill quali- 
ty,and fall into diforderly Motions,then theSou! muft 
likewile grow dull,or anxious and uneafy. Whatever 
then may caule fuch {udden alteration in thele Ani- 
mal Spirits,may or does likewife produce one in the 
Soul. And there are feveral things may do it ; bur 
we think there is none fo common and univerial as 
the diferent Confticution of the Atmofphere or Cir-

tive, account for our Non-Con{ciouinefs of what 
we thought of, while we were Afleep, unlefs we 
were iti. a Dream,by the Plea of Non-Reminifcence. 
Bur We think the Negative apparent, in thar we 
may oblerve, when we fall Afleep, not all at once, 
bur by advances and degrees, thar, even while we 
are conicious of our thoughts, thofe thoughts ap- 
rozch continually Nearer to Inadvertency. We 
are therefore of opinion, that from the Intimate 
Union of the Sou! and Body,our Faculry of Think- 
ing lies Unexerted in our Sleeping Bodies, as being 
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where is the Spirit | 


jmpeded by that particular difpofition of the Or: 
gans.

Q. Why doth Snow melt fooner upon Stone, than 
upon Wood? 

4, Snow melts fooner upon Stone than upon 
Wood, becaufe the moifture of the Air {tops and 
gathers more upon the furface of the Stone, it’s 
Pores being cloier and fmaller, than upon that of 
the Wood, whofe Pores are bigger and Icofer,

Snows ? 

A, Snow being nothing bur Water or Vapors 
congealed,we may confidently affirm, that ir freezes 
in that place from whence it comes. Befides, fince 
when it Snows it is always very cold here below 
and fince Experience as well as reafon teaches thar 
ic is {till colder in the middle Region of the Air 
where the Meteors are formed,we may very reafon.

fions and Ammunition, and that a great Number of 
{mall Veflels lye ready to take in rhofe Srores and 
carry them up the Lys and the Scheld, to fuch 
Places where Magazines are to be erected for the 
Army: The Letters from the Hague March 22d
